Th ere are a few people in th e city wh o 
believ e th ey wou ld today liv e in palac« » . 
driv e beau tifu l h oreee, and enjoy all th e 
oth er Inxarlew popnlarly snppoeed to

confined to inillionaireH if th ey bnt h ad 
th eir jtwt au d h om« t du e. 
Th e story is along one.and daU>K« back 
to th e end of th e last ctmtnry wh en 
James Dearth liv ed in a little town md 
a great distance from th e big city of 
London. He was a th rifty man, and 
h ad accnmalated wh at was in th ose 
days looked npon as a large fortu ne. 
He h a<l wwked h ard to acciu ire h is 
wealth , and from stories wh ich h av e 
come down th e years to h is « leseendau ts 
th e old gentleman was none too lils>ral 
with h is ch ildren. 
He h ad one son 
wh ose name was Mordicai and wh o h ad 
h eard so mu ch of America th at h e left 
England befwe h is fath er’s death , and 
•ettled in Pennsylv ania. For some cau se, 
wh ich h as long since been lost, th e two 
were not in tou ch , au d wh en th e fath er 
died th e parties in ch arge of h is estate 
cou ld not find th e sou . As a resu lt h e 
failed to receiv e h is sh are of th e prop­ 
erty. Th e oth er ch ildren were giv en 
th eir du e, bu t Mordicai was left to plod 
along as best h e oonld, liv ing in h is 
cabin among th e Pennsylv ania mou n­ 
tains and rearing a family of h ealth y 
you ngsters with ou t a th ou gh t of th e 
glittering gu ineas hatoss th e sea. A 
dangh tiu -, after receiv ing h er portion, 
also (» me to America, bu t wh ere sh e 
settled, h ow long sh e UvinI, or wh o 
su rv iv e h er are mysteries wh ich th e 
Dearth family wou ld like v ery mu ch to 
h av e u nrav eled. 
Wh en M(RTlicai Dearth died h s left 
one son, Jacob, th e fath er of Leander, 
Harbelle and Leroy Dearth , of th is city, 
and William and Mason Dearth , of 
Woodsfield, Monro« * (v iu nty, 
Ju cxib 
wean« *d of life in Pennsylv ania, and 
coming to Oh io, settled in Monroe 
wu nty. Th ere h e liv « « d and was u niv er­ 
sally respected u ntil 14 y« *ars ago, wh en 
h e died. 
Soon after th is h apisming 
WOTd came from England th at th e nndi- 
v ided portion of old James Ih -arth ’s es­ 
tate was seeking its owners. 
It h ad 
been accu mnlating year npon year 
u ntil 
th e 
modest 
estate 
in- 
tended 
for 
Mordicai h ad 
become 
a 
oollossal 
fortnu e 
amou nting 
to 
many millions of dollars. London soli- 
citors, ev er watch fnl for th e opportu nity 
of tu rning a penny, h ad taken th e cast*, 
and were diligently search ing th rou gh 
th e United States for p« *ople Isu iring th at 
u nu su al name. Th ey fou nd many of 
th em, bnt ev entu ally debided th at th e 
h eirs of Mordi(» i Dearth were th e p« iople 
wanted. Of th ese th ere were in th e 
neigh borh ood of 7 0, and th e solicitors 
search ed some time bt'fore th ey cou ld 
discov er anyone with snfficiimt faith in 
th e story to aid th em in th e search for 
ev idence. At length Mrs. Nancy Reed, 
a sister of Jooob Dearth , decided it was 
someth ing 
more tangible th an .th e 
ordinary story of v ast fortu nes awaiting 
h eirs in England. Sh e employed two 
attorneys au d sent th em to London. 
Th ey were absent sev eral month s, mid 
discov ered th at th ere was no dou bt 
abou t th e fortu ne. Th e money wss 
th ere, some $7 0,000,000, and if th e claim 
of Mrs. Reed cou ld be su bstantiated, sh e 
au d h er relativ es wou ld h av e th e money. 
Th e attCR-neys retu rned with th e good 
news, and th e h eirs set ou t to find th e 
ev idence and prov e th eir identity. 
Th at is wh ere th ey ran against an 
obstru ction. Th ey were morally cer­ 
tain th ey were th e h eirs of Mordicai. 
bu t not a scrap of ¡» per (« u ld be fou nd 
to su bstantiate th e claim. 
Forth er- 
mwe, th ey h ad no reowd of h is death . 
Th e tombstone, if one was ev er erecUxl 
ov er h is grav e, h ad disappeared, leav ­ 
ing no trace. It h ad in th e years wnich 
followed h is bu rial fallen down, and 
passed into an obscu rity from wh ich 
th ere was no resu rrection. 
Finding 
th ere was no h ope in th is direction th e 
family sou gh t to find th e sister wh o h ad 
come to th is cou u try at th e beginning of 
th e centu ry. Bu t sh e and h er name 
h ad passed from earth , and th ey were 
compelled to acknowledge th ey were 
beaten. Th e m em b^ of th e family 
liv ing in th is city are h oping some
